In the Absence of any public 


opinion poll this editor ventures 
an educated guess that one of the 
reasons Volkswagen year after 
year increases its share of the 
American automobile market is 
that the little car is protected 
fore 
and aft 
by the 
most 


magnificent bumpers in the 
world. 


They're not exactly beautiful, 


but they have this great virtue: 
They project far enough so that 
even when depressed by a severe 
shock they protect the body trim 
and headlights and chassis of the 
vehicle. 


Which is more than you can 


say for any 
American-made 


car—the domestic brands having 
Idiotic wrap-around pieces which 
are strictly ornamental and are 
set barely an inch ahead of the 
car itself. 


As late as 1940 American cars 


had heavy steel bumpers set far 
enough ahead and behind to 
protect the vehicle. But by 1950 
car-buyers had became en- 
tranced with the graceful (and 
idiotic) beauty of the "wrap- 
around." 


Immediately we began to get 


outrageous repair bills for 
broken headlights and grills and 
trim. I used to write a hot 
editorial every time I had minor 
damage getting out of a tight 
parking spot. 


Now we are finally getting 


some action. It was sparked by 
the insurance companies and 
their threat to raise preminums 
on automobiles with these 
useless wrap-around bumpers. 


The 
federal 
government 


moved into the act, subsidizing 
several companies to build 
prototypes of a less-damagable 
automobile.

Corp., is equipping its model 
with a hydraulic bumper set 18 
inches ahead of the radiator. 
I If Detroit had fired its fashion

wouldn't be the import problem 
that it is today. 


If Detroit persists in its "wrap- 


around" snare and delusion the 
only thing left for the consumer 
to do is unite and demand 
Volkswagen bumpers as optional 
equipment

That would be a bumper that 


would land in Detroit with a 
crash heard around the world— 
and it's been overdue for two 
decades.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


bill continuing federal support 
for a supersonic-transport plane 
reached the House today for a 
crucial vote so close SST back- 
ers said they could lose. 


"It's going to be tough," said

Losses Soar 
in Retreat 
From Laos 


SAIGON (AP) — Heavy at- 


tacks drove South Vietnamese 
troops in Laos back toward 
their own border today with 
soaring losses. At least 110 Sai- 
gon troops were reported killed 
Thursday and 205 wounded. 


The South Vietnamese aban- 


doned another base in Laos, 
Landing Zone-Brown, the sixtli 
given up since the campaign 
began Feb. 8. Saigon 
also 


pulled two battalions and a 
regimental command post back 
to South Vietnam. North Viet- 
namese gunners continued to 
pound the troops still in Laos 
with mortars and artillery. 


"We are still in Laos but con- 


centrated near the Vietnamese 
border now," said Lt. Col. Do 
Viet, a military spokesman in 
Saigon. "We are moving out to 
let the U.S. bombers attack 
North Vietnamese troops mas- 
sing in the area." 


Another spokesman, Lt. Col. 


Tran Van An, insisted that all 
was going according to Saigon's 
plans. 


"We now have a new plan of 


operation," he said. "We are 
operating in another area and 
another direction. That's what 
we meant when we said tactic- 
al movements are being con- 
ducted." 


"The

troops have accomplished al- 
most all of their objectives in 
the operation," he added.

crash broadside with little 
damage. 


The Transportation 
Depart- 


ment's grant to Fairchild is $4.5 
million. Hildebrand says the two 
cars designed under the grant 
will be ready by next January. 


The government specifications 


call for a car body capable of 
sustaining a 10 mph collision 
undamaged and a gasoline tank 
that won't spill in a crash. 


The car also has to be at- 


tractive in design and price and 
have improved braking, steering 
and handling. 


For protection in front-end 


crashes, 
Hildebrand 
is 


developing a hydraulic bumper 
which will be located about 18 
inches in front of the engine and 
radiator. It extends another 12 
inches automatically when the 
car reaches a speed of about 35 
mph, and can absorb a 50 mph 
impact. 


To protect passengers during 


broadside collisions doors will 
have double locks and be fitted 
w i t h 
e n e r g y - a b s o r b i n g 


materials. High sills will prevent 
doors from buckling inward. 


While the car would sustain 


damage in a crash of 40 mph, the 
passengers would be safely 
cradled in steel.

Larger Towns 
Eligible for 
FHA Loans

Residents of rural towns in the 


population range from 5,500 to 
10,000 are now eligible to apply 
for rural housing loans from the 
Farmers Home Administration, 
Administrator James V. Smith of 
the Department of Agriculture's 
rural credit agency announced 
today. 


Mr. Smith said the law has 


been changed to enable his 
agency to make loans in towns 
larger 
than 
the 
previous 


population limit of 5,500. 
"Thousands of communities 
are in the category which we 
begin serving today," Mr. Smith 
said, "and I know that our 
program in rural housing will 
expand substantially as a result 
of this broadened authority, 
allowing us to aid many more 
families to enjoy new homes." 


The 
Administrator reported 


that during the first half of fiscal 
1971 
more than 51,000 rural 


housing loans were made for 
some $624 million. 


"Our total budget nationally 


for rural housing purposes this 
year is more than $1.4 billion," 
Mr. Smith said. "Next year, it 
will go above $1.6 billion—triple 
the figure for fiscal 1969. The 
need is pressing for improved 
rural housing, in nearly all 
states, and we are moving 
rapidly to meet that need." 


Eligible families are 
those 


which are unable to obtain 
housing credit 
from 
other 


sources, the Administrator 
added. 


"The Farmers Home Ad- 


ministration has 1,740 offices 
serving the nation's 3,000 rural 
counties," Mr. Smith said, "so 
that we are readily available to 
work 
directly 
with 
rural 


families."

Beetles Are 
Fighting for 
Supremacy

LONDON (AP) - Three of 


the 
squabbling 
Beatles 
are 


fighting for supremacy in the 
British pop records charts. 


George 
Harrison, 
youngest 


and quietest of the Beatles, 
topped the charts for seven 
weeks with his pop hymn, "My 
Sweet Lord." World sales now 
exceed three million. 


This week Harrison 
was 


ousted from top spot by fellow 
Beatle Paul McCartney, whose 
"Another Day" was written 
with his American wife Linda 
Eastman, 
Paul says. Mean- 


while, John Lennon and the 
Plastic Ono Band have clocked 
into the charts in 195th place 
with "Power to the People." 


Harrison was always in the 


shadow of the gifted Lennon 
and McCartney, the song-writ- 
ing team that set a new style. 
Now he has become an inter- 
national star in his own right. 


He still tops the lucrative 


long-play records charts with 
his triple-record albumn, "All 
Things Must Pass." It has sold 
more than two million copies 
throughout the world. 


Under his contract the money 


is divided five ways, so that 
Harrison gets only a fifth, but 
meanwhile of course he gets a 
similar rakeoff from the other 
Beatles' individual earnings. 


The Beatles' musical 
links 


were broken a long time ago in 
arguments 
involving 
and 


jealousy and pride. Their finan- 
cial links still hold, but that 
could change. McCartney, try- 
ing to dissolve their financial 
partnership, won the first round 
of the battle in court a few 
days ago, but a final ruling will 
take some time. 


When the Beatles' musical 


breakup came, all four went 
their separate ways. Lennon 
and his Japanese wife Yoko 
Ono made recordings. So did 
McCartney. Ringo Starr devel- 
oped his interest in making 
films, and also made a country 
and Western Album in Nash- 
ville, Tenn.

D'Amato Likes Alt's Rematch Chances

NEW YORK—(NEA)—The days since 


have reduced the puffiness in the faces 
and drained the emotionalism of the Joe 
Frazier-Muhammad Ali epic. A refrain on 
the fight and its implications is valid, es- 
pecially when an expert such as Constan- 
tine (Cus) D'Amato collaborates. 


D'Amato, a manager of former world 


champions, contends that it was "a hell- 
uva fight for the public to watch" but that 
aristically it was second-rate, considering 
the talent involved. 


"The two fighters," he says, "were way 


below par." Ali, rubbing the right side of 
his jaw, might not agree. 


"Frazier got inside him like he planned, 


but when he got in there he didn't throw 
the punches." argues D'Amato. "If he 
threw p u n c h e s continually, the fight 
wouldn't have gone the distance." 


The explanation for Frazier's lapse was 


that he became frustrated during the 
bout and only his stern mental discipline 
kept him from becoming discouraged, too. 


"Frazier was sure he could get to the 


guy," says D'Amato, "because Ali drops 
his right when he throws a hook, leaving 
him open for a left hook in return. Fra- 
zier won his fight with Buster Mathis, 
Jimmy Ellis and Bob Foster, all with the 
same punch--a left hook on a guy going 
backwards He aims it where you're going 
to be as you step back " 


Not until the 15th round did Joe catch 


Ali in just such a backward step and deck 
him with a left hook for the dramatic 
hightlight of the fight 
Actually. Ali had 


already blown the decision by his clown 
ing tactics which cost him at least three 
vital rounds The general feeling is that 
the 43-month layoff from boxing cost him 
his speed and let htm gel trapped on the 
ropes 


"The gu\ realh lost his enthusiasm ami 


exuberance," counters Cus. "He has too 
many distractions. He's a sucker for girls, 
too. Any distraction reduces dedication. 
That's why Marciano was the fighter he 
was. He never let anything interfere with 
his boxing." 


Frazier has been a single-purpose man, 


too, but Cus already sees chinks. In his 
postfight talk, Frazier noted that he has 
had "10 hard years" and would like to 
enjoy himself a little. "When a man even 
talks like that," says Cus, "it means it's 
started, that loss of dedication." 


Strangely, the 15th round knockdown 


could be Ali's salvation for the prospec- 
tive rematch. 


"He might have become a real pro in 


the last round," says D'Amato, "in the 
way he got up and showed the will and 
discipline to last it out. When he has sec- 
ond thoughts, he will know he lost be- 
cause of foolishness. Against Frazier, he 
must keep his right hand high when he 
steps back or hooks. If he learns his lesson 
and arouses his pride and regains his con- 
centration, I give him an excellent chance 
in a rematch. 


"This is a man who's an extraordinary 


person, who can talk himself in and out 
of things." 


Clamoring to get in on the action, too. 


is George Foreman, the 22-year-old for- 
mer Olympic champ, still undefeated as a 
pro, who said before the fight he'd like to 
take on the loser. 


"1 wouldn't fight Clay if I was Fore- 


man."

Why Egg Yolks 
Won't Harm Baby 


By Lawrence E. Lamb, M.D. 


Dear Dr. Lamb—How do 


you feel about feeding babies 
egg yolks as is recommended 
in some baby diets by baby 
doctors? And, is that de- 
licious chicken skin harmful 
when eaten consistently? Is 
it classified as a saturated 
fat? Would you also com- 
ment on bacon fat in con- 
nection with this? 


Dear Reader — I don't get 


worked 
up about feeding 


babies egg yolks. Babies and 
very young children often 
are able to eat things we 
don't recommend for adults. 
Children as a group tend to 
have low cholesterol values, 
although there are some ex- 
ceptions. I think the reason 
for this is that most growing 
children are using a lot of 
their calories for new mus- 
cles, bones and general body 
growth. 


The thing to guard against 


in children is childhood obes- 
ity. This sets a pattern for 
life. The obese child often 
builds more fat cells and it 
will make controlling body 
fat more difficult in the adult 
years. 


Yes, that chicken skin does 


contain a lot of fat, even be- 
fore cooking. Only about one- 
fourth is polyunsaturated fat 
while 
nearly 
one-third 
is 


saturated. The rest is tech- 
nically called mono-unsatu- 
rated fat, which isn't thought 
to be so good either from a 
health standpoint. Of course, 
if the chicken is fried in a 
polyunsaturated 
fat, like 


safflower oil or corn oil, the 
Amount of fat and the por- 
tion that is polyunsaturated 
goes up. 


All fats have many calo- 


ries. To control the amount 
of fat in your diet, the best 
approach is to eliminate the 
skin. Incidentally, the white 
meat has about one-half as 
much fat as the dark meat. 


Fryer chickens have much 


less fat than hens and roast- 
ers A whole pound of fryer 


SNORT RIBS 


chicken breast has only 394 
calories. Less than 9 grams 
(about 80 calories) is fat. A 
pound of thighs has 435 calo- 
ries and 19 grams of fat. A 
pound of ready-to-cook roast- 
er chicken has 791 calories 
and 59 grams of fat. It pays 
to know this when you are 
shopping if you really wanli 
to decrease fat in the diet ef- 
fectively. 


A pound of bacon has over 


3,000 calories and 314 grams 
of fat. About one-third of this 
is saturated fat and less than 
10 per cent is polyunsatura- 
ted fat.

cuss the program. He said he 
was "convinced of the worka- 
bility" of the program. 


The commissioner said he 


and his staff decided to con- 
tinue the program with no basic 
change from the way it is now 
operated. 


"We're just going to try to 


get some organization into this 
thing and get our people as well 
trained as possible," Sarver 
said. "We also want, the judges 
and prosecutors to know just 
exactly what we're doing." 


He said he hoped that many 


of the state's judges and prose- 
cutors would go to Cummins to 
see how the program is car- 
ried out.

After 90 minutes, the major

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - The 


state Public Service Commis- 
sion has issued a list of pro- 
posed rules governing promo- 
tional practices of utilities. 


The proposed rules would pro- 


hibit 
certain 
practices 
and 


would limit a utility's promo- 
tional activities to only those 
approved by the PSC. 


The PSC has questioned such 


practices as giving away gas or 
electric lights or heaters, pay- 
ing for advertising for home- 
builders and wiring allowances. 
The utilities have maintained 
that promotional practices were 
designed to meet competition 
and were not discriminatory. 


The rules said that no utility 


could offer or grant any person 
any form of promotional prac- 
tice unless it was offered to all 
persons in a "reasonably de- 
fined class."

Wednesday they will turn his 
sworn testimony over to the 
Justice, Treasury and Defense 
departments for possible per- 
jury and tax evasion action. 


Cole, once a key Army staff 


officer in Vietnam who later 
was fired as head of the Eu- 
ropean PX system, replied he 
had been slandered, libeled and 
destroyed by an unfair hearing. 


The Senate probe degraded

comfort "to the neo-fascists, 
the Nazis and the Commu- 
nists," he said. 


Cole said he would file libel 


suits against any senator on 
witness who repeated 
state- 


ments about Cole outside the

"public property" and another 
to provide self-insurance pro- 
tection for damage by vandals. 


The uniform drug control bill 


was patterned after federal leg- 
islation which Sen. John L. Mc- 
Clellan, D-Ark., spearheaded in 
Congress. 


The state measure would pro- 


vide penalties of up to 15 years 
in prison and $25,000 fine for 
persons convicted of drug vio- 
lations but would reduce the 
first two convictions for posses- 
sion of drugs from felonies to 
misdemeanors. Penalties now 
range from two to five years in 
prison. 


Rep. 
Ralph 
Patterson of 


North Little Rock, a sponsor of 
the bill, said that a serious drug 
problem had developed in Ar- 
kansas, "not only in the cities 
but also in many rural areas." 


He said his bill would control 


the problem, already one of 
"growing tremendous propor- 
tions," before it gets out of 
hand. 


Rep. 
Julian Streett of Cam- 


den led opposition to the "no- 
knock" provision, which would 
empower judges, including jus- 
tices of the peace, to issue war- 
rants for "no knock" raids. 


Streett 
questioned 
whether 


justices of the peace were qual- 
ified to know when to grant 
such 
warrants. Rep. Rudy 


Moore of Springdale called the 
provision an "over-reaction" to 
fear that narcotics 
violators 


could dispose of large amounts 
of drugs between the time when 
an officer knocked on a door of 
the violator's residence and the 
time when the officer was per- 
mitted to enter. 


Moore's amendment to strike 


the provision from 
the bill 


failed on a vote of 50-29 with 
51 votes needed for adoption.
